UMMARIZING a three-year sur- 
§ vey of 333 American cities, Dr. 
Edward Thorndyke, noted Columbia 
University psychiatrist, today rated 
civic godliness as being far from civic 
goodness. Dr. Thorndyke said that in 
cities where the general goodness of 
life for good people is highest, there 
were many artists, engineers, musi- 
cians, teachers—but relatively few 
clergymen. 

“Church-membership,”’ he wrote in 
his book “Your City” published a few 
weeks ago, is in inverse ratio to the 
rating of communities for the general 
goodness of life. The noted psycholo- 
gist said communities with the 
largest percentage of church mem- 
bers were below average in good read- 
ing, home ownership, and length of 
school career and had more than their 
share of illiterates and child labor. 
“Unless the better communities un- 
der-report their church membership 
or the worse communities over-report 
_ theirs” he concluded, “we must sus- 
pect that the churches are clubs of 
estimable people and maintainers of 
traditional rites and ceremonies, 
rather than powerful forces for hu- 
man betterment,” 

These are very signif- 
icant remarks. Yet they 
Were made after an ex- 
haustive study of 300 
large cities in the U. S.
